For the first tim e in the history of 
the United States num bing women 
will form a large section of the inaii-’ 
gin a I pa rn de next March. 
Woodrow 
Wilson will Im* accompanied by an a m -1 
aeonian bodyguard of suffragettes. 
The Suffrage Association of the Dis­ 
trict of Columbin has voted to request 
the inaugural committee to give them 
a place in th** parade, and tile women 
have received private assurances that 
their request will be granted.

Frank N. Meyer on His Way to Shan­ 
tung to Obtain the Juicy Chinese 
Wonder, Which Is to Be Added to the 
Product of These United States—To 
Spend Three Years In the Wilds. 


Twenty-five thousand miles looking 
for a peach—that is the stupendous 
journey which lias been undertaken by 
Frank N. Meyer, explorer and exjiert 
for ti!** United States departm ent of 
agriculture. 
The peach is worthy of 
the effort, according to stories that 
have* crept into coast areas of Man­ 
churia ami eastern China. 
The peach is described by travelers 
who have seen and tasted it as the big­ 
gest and most m arvelous combination 
of external beauty and internal lus­ 
ciousness. Three* pounds is the ai>ocry- 
pbai limit aadribed to the fruit by ir 
responsible natives of tile wilds of 
west China. 
Mr. Meyer in a report to tile depart­ 
ment promises a peach that will weigh 
at least a pound aud is as as large as 
a muskmelon. 
This wonderful peach 
grows in the province of Shantung. 
It 
is known to the* Chinese as the Felt 
Ching or F elt Tail. 
To Briny Out First Specimens. 
No specimens have ever been brought 
to th** coast of China. 
Mr. Meyer did 
bring back with him from a previous 
journey several scions of the 
Felt 
Ching peach aud a num ber of se*eds. 
The* scions failed to produce when 
grafted ujmui American grown seedling 
stocks. 
They had failed to w ithstand 
transportation. 
The departm ent experim enters took 
a chalice with tile se*eds aud have 
grown several trees at the experim en­ 
tal station at Fayetteville, N. C. None 
of them has yet fruited, and it is the 
belief of the experts that nothing ex­ 
traordinary will i*e developed from the 
seedings. 
Like <»rlier fruits, the seeding peach 
develops desirable fruitings only in 
rare instances. 
According to Llither 
Burbank, hardly more than one desira­ 
ble seeding out o f a planting of 1O0.000 
seeds is to I*** ex a cted . 
The 3T»,o*H) mile journey of Mr. Meyer 
began when Ie* w ent to London for a 
conference with notable European ag­ 
riculturists before taking the final dive 
int** the orient. 
It is not only the Felt 
Ching peach which is sounding the call 
of the east for the American explorer. 
Under th** direction of the bureau of 
plant industry Mr. Meyer is inaugurat­ 
ing a three years’ sojourn in the wilds 
of southeastern Russia and w estern 
China for the I urpose of studying suit­ 
able crops of all sorts for grow th and 
development in those sections of the 
United States where tile limit of frost- 
less days is not more than eighty-five 
or ninety i>er annum. 
Trees For Windbreaks. 
Not on** branch of the activities of 
the dei artm ciit of agriculture, but all 
branches < f irs work, will be observed 
by Mr. Meyer. 
Fruits, vegetables, ce­ 
reals ami .rise trees especially suited 
for th * development of w indbreaks in 
th** v. iud swept areas of the great 
plains regions " ill be observed by him. 
At tin* hist "essi ii of congress an ap­ 
propre: cm of *50.000 "'as made for 
the establ sliment at Mandan. N. I>., of 
a governmental experim ent station for 
just thi> particular lass of vegetation. 
Quick growing crops of all sorts will 
be observed, and shade trees and orna­ 
mental plants which can Im* transport­ 
ed a n i transplanted to the United 
State." " ii! Im* examined. 
Mr. Meyer i- accompanied by no 
American assistant. 
II** will opon his 
arrival in southeastern Russia organ­ 
ize his own caravan. 
He carries w ith 
him m aterials for the packing ami presr 
ervation o f th** scions of trees and for 
the carrying home of roots and soeds 
of the plant organisms.

It crossed the $3,000,000.- 
000 line for the first tim e in BIOG and 
passed $2,000.0000)0 in 1899. 
Im ports in tin* ten m onths am ounted 
to $1,511,000,000 m d ex|torts to $1,871.- 
000,000. making it apparent th at the 
im ports of the full year will approxi­ 
m ate $1,800,000,900 and the exports 
$2,300,000,000. tot fling $4,100,000,000. 
Im ports have practically doubled in 
value since 1901. and exports have 
practically doubled since 1904. The ex­ 
ports of domestic products, which had 
never touched the $2,OO* 1.000,000 mark 
until 1911. will in i912 approximate 
$2,250,000,000, while the exports of for­ 
eign m erchandise during the year will 
probably fall slightly below the high

Felix A d le r Sa>s it C a u se s Us L ig h t ly 


to R eg a rd S e rio u s P rob lem s. 


Because there are so many millions 
of homes iii this country. Professor

divorces in a year do not mean that 
the home is being disrupted. 
Ile does not believe either that the 
divorces are the result of immorality, 
for, he said, that in Bavaria, where 
there were no divorces, there was much 
immorality. 
“It is a certain state of mind which 
Is tile cause of the increase of di­ 
vorce.” he said, “and it is very largely 
due to the desire of women to throw 
off ail yokes aud assert their inde­ 
pendence. It is this which makes many 
women desire an experimental or trial I 
i marriage."

lie said that Ellen Key and women 
of lier type were responsible for much 
of the unrest among women and that 
young jteople. influenced by modern fic­ 
tion, learned to think of life less se- I 
riously than they should. He had much 
to say of the need of unity in the 
family. 
"Married life is a triangle." he said,

A competition was held recently in a 
New York business school that 
houhl 
be of interest to thousands of stenog­ 
raphers and students of shorthand, of 
whom there have been graduated from 
business schools throughout the coun­ 
try an average of 300,000 a year. 
When the competition was concluded it 
was confidently predicted that the day 
of the shorthand writer, was doomed to 
give way to that of shorthand type­ 
writers, with stenographers supplant­ 
ed, as they were most decisively in the 
test, by a simple little stenographic 
ty lie writing machine that weighs only 
eight pounds, can lie carried as easily 
as a lunch box and record speech 
i i i 
plain and unmistakable typewritten let­ 
ters of the alphabet at the rate of "*02 
words a minute and upward. 
Two cager young girl stenographers 
from the Outlook offices, where Colonel 
Theodore Roosevelt is generally cred­ 
ited with ability to use language at 
some speed, were confidently on hand 
to show the assembled students how 
rapidly under such training they could 
take dictation stenographically. 
Op­ 
posed to them were two operators 
who manipulated the new machine—a 
young man and a girl from Owens­ 
boro. Ky.. where people speak delib­ 
erately and don't write much faster 
aud where incidentally the new ma­ 
chine was invented and manufactured. 
The two operators on tile machines, 
who had kept their eyes fastened on 
the speakers’ lips and merely played 
as in a slow piano prelude upon the 
keys of their machines, announced that 
they liad too. 
A second letter of 143 
words iii fifty seconds followed, with 
never a pause for breath. Both stenog­ 
raphers. lo okin g first puzzled and then 
flushed and no little vexed, dropped 
out long before it was over. 


T o o S w ift F o r the Stenos. 
Then followed a letter of 180 words 
in fifty-nine seconds taken by the ma 
chines. 
Both stenographers by this 
time packing up their notebooks and 
pencils and shaking bands frankly with 
their successful rivals, iiad made theii 
exit. 
Another dictation of ISO words 
in sixty-seven seconds followed, and 
thereafter each operator, taking the 
typewritten record of tho oilier, read it 
off as easily as were it his own and 
typewritten after the ordinary fashion 
Next they took down, still noiseless 
Iv and with apparent ease, difficult 
dictation from technical specifications 
in an architect’s letter at a rattling rate 
of speed. 
And. finally, as a climax, but 
with move exertion this time, they took 
down from dictation so rapid that even 
those near**st the speaker could not 
distinguish *i word a letter familiar to 
them. repeated over and over for one 
minute 
In that minute, 
by actual 
count, it was found they had typewrit­ 
ten shorthand records of 502 words 
The previous regular shorthand record 
has been 207 words a min ate. 
The new device is a simple little ma­ 
chine with ii keyboard like that of a 
typewriter, hut containing only twenty- 
two keys. 
The basis of its operation 
and recording Is phonetic spelling. Un­ 
like the typewriter, however, which re­ 
quires a separate stroke for each let­ 
ter. the machine prints a chord of 
several loiters at each stroke, on the 
average a word at each stroke instead 
of the six strokes required on the av­ 
erage by a typewriter. 


H o w the K e y s A r e D ivided . 
This is accomplished by the peculiar 
system of dividing the keys. Seven of 
them, at the left of the keyboard, are 
used a s initial consonants, and as there 
are only fourteen possible initial con­ 
sonants tho other seven are supplied 
by arbitrary combinations of those sev­ 
en keys, it Iteing easily feasible to 
strike two letters with one finger. 
The right side of the keyboard con­ 
tains ten final consonants, and the re­ 
maining eight final consonants possible 
in English s; ieee Ii are supplied by a r­ 
bitrary combinations of some of these 
ten. 
In t lie center of the keyboard are 
four vowel keys—A, E. O, U—the letter 
Problems of aviation would be seen in 
a very different aspect, for they had I being supplied by a combination of 
good reason to suppose that coronium E and U.

W ith regard to snake bite of banian 
being-, it is said that In the Bombay 
presidency, the united provinces and 
eastern Bengal and Assam the use of 
Sir Lauder Brunion’^ lancets Is report 
cd in a number of cases to have re­ 
sulted in a high proportion of cures. 
As In previous years, however, th** sta­ 
tistics relative to the successful use of 
this instrument can only be accepted 
with reservations.

Quarantine Against Those From New 
England In Effect Nov. 25. 
Coniferous trees, such as spruce, fir, 
hemlock, pin**, juniper and arbor vitae, 
or, in other word-. Christmas trees, 
cannot lx* shipped from New England 
states after Nov. 25 oil account of a 
quarantine declared by the department 
of agriculture. 
Christmas trees and 
green- from nearly all New England 
will I t* barred localise of the preva­ 
lence there of the gypsy moth and the 
brown tail moth, the first being indict­ 
ed officially today by the department 
of agriculture under their scientific 
names, portliotria di-par and euproetis 
chrysorin h-*ea. 
For many years the shipping of 
Christmas trees, slim I*-, etc., from cer­ 
tain New England states has been a 
profitable industry, but according to 
th** iiivo-tigntois of t ho department of 
agriculture it h is been shown that the 
gypsy moth and the brown tail moth 
have been Incubated iii New England 
and disseminated by Christmas trees 
and similar decorative plants, such as 
holly, laurel and by logs, tanbark, posts. 
poles, railroad ties, cordwood and lum­ 
ber and field grown florists’ stock. 
Fndcr an act of congress passed just 
before adjournment of the last se-smn 
the secretary of agriculture was au­ 
thorized to make quarantine regula­ 
tions in connection with plant di-eases, 
anil the quarantine promulgated 
is 
based on this law. 
Under th** regulations issued none of 
the tro*.'" or products of the tree" nam ­ 
ed can be moved in interstate com­ 
merce until after inspection by the 
representatives of tho agricultural de­ 
partment. which means that New 5ork 
and other stat**" west of the New Eng­ 
land states will have to get their Christ­ 
mas trees and shrubbery from other 
than New England points.

Captain Malone Says New York's Fat* 


Would Be Like Constantinople'*. 


A horrible fate is coming to this coun- 


try because of our unpreparedness for 
war, according to Captain Paul B. Ma- 
lone, until recently a member of the 
general staff of the United States army. 
Speaking at a dinner of the Booksell- 
ers' league of New York, he said: 


"Right here iu the streets of Xew 


York we shall iu all probability face 
the fate which awaits Constantinople 
at the hands of some u.-.tion which 
realizes that by* an appeal to arms all 
the chances of successful competition 
may be turned in her favor, while by a 
continuance of peace control of a com- 
mon trade terminus will be lost, result- 
ing in a trade disadvantage more hurt- 
ful to her national prestige than the 
combined effect of all her wars. 


"We have done practically nothing to 


prepare for this struggle but to boast 
of a military, prowess which we never 
possessed. 
We cry peace with our 


lips, yet -by our commercial policy we 
carry relentless war into every part of 
the civilized world. 


"Never hi the history of the country 


has the military situation been more 
chaotic. Outside the regular army the 
country must rely for an expeditionary 
force upon the militia, and yet the at- 
torney general has decided that militia 
cannot be ordered beyond our borders, 
notwithstanding the provisions of the 
Dick bill, which contemplates their 
use wherever the flag may call them. 


"Bills to correct the evil are before 


congress, but the prospect of favorable 
consideration is remote, and It is high- 
ly probable that the nest emergency 
which confronts us will find us. as iu 
the past, compelled to change the whole 
existing military structure and organ- 
ize on the eve of battle. 


"Such a policy cannot forever escape

TO ISSUE PANAMA STAMPS. 


Designs of Those In Commemoration 


of San Francisco Exposition. 


Announcement has been made by the 


postmaster general at Washington con- 
cerning a special series of stamps to 
be known as the Panama-Pacific com- 
memorative stamps. 


These stamps measure about % by 


1 1-10 inches, the long dimension be- 
ing horizontal. At the top appear the 
words "U. S. Postage" and "San Fran- 
cisco. 1!)15." In the left hand border 
is a branch of laurel and in the right 
band bonier a ptilm branch. 
A nu- 


meral expressing the denomination is 
shown within a circle in each lower 
corner, with the word "cents" be- 
tween the two circles. 


The one cent stamp is green, anrl in 


the center appears within a circle a 
bust of Balboa, discoverer of the Pa- 
cific ocean, looking to the left and 
wearing a cuirass and a helmet with 
a plume. On either side of the back- 
ground are palm trees, with the ocean 
in the foreground. Below the portrait 
iu a horizontal panel breaking the cir- 
cle is the inscription "Balboa. 1513." 


The two rent st.-imp is red. It repre- 


sents the Gatuii locks of the Panama 
canal, with a nx reliant steamer emerg- 
ing from one lock and a warship in 
the ether. The mountains of the isth- 
mus appear in the distance and palm 
trees on the ri^lit hand side of the 
lock.". 
Ileneath the picture are the 


wof'ls "(latun Locks." 


The live cent stamp is blue and pro 


sents the Golden Gnte of San Kran- 
cisco h.trlior. with the setting sun in 
the background and a steamer and 
sailing vessel in the hay. The words 
"Golden (late" appear below the pic- 
ture. 


The ten rout stamp is dark yellow. 


The subjtct is "Discovery of Sun Fran- 
cisco I'.ay." from a painting which rep- 
resents the discovering party looking 
out upon the distant bay.

Suffragists From Many States Will 


Parade at Inauguration. 


For the tirst time iu the history of 


the Unittd Suites marching women 
will form a large section of the inau-j 
gural parnde next March. Woodrow I 
Wilson will l>e accompanied by an am- 
azonian bodyguard of suffragettes. 


The Suffrage Association of the Dis- 


trict of Columbia has voted to request 
the inaugural committee to give them 
a place in the parade, and the women 
have received private assurances that 
their request will be granted. 
Ten 


thousand women, they estimate, will 
answer the appeal. 


"We anticipate that our section of 


the parade will arouse more interest 
tban any other." said Miss Emma Gil- 
lette, the recording secretary, "for It 
will have the advantage of complete 
novelty as an inaugural feature. We 
will not march','is Democrats, bnt as 
women voters and women who desire 
to become voters. Pennsylvania is ex- 
pected to send a large contingent And 
yon may depend upon it that the suf- 
frage section will be a creditable part 
of the parade." 


Frank N. Meyer en His Way to Shan- 


tung to Obtain the Juicy Chine** 
Wonder, Which Is to Be Added to the 
Product of These United State*—To 
Spend Three Years In the Wilds. 


Twenty-five thousand miles looking 


for a peach—that is the stupendous 
journey which has been undertaken by, 
Frank X. Meyer, explorer and expert 
for the Tinted States department of 
agriculture. The peach is worthy of 
the effort, according to stories that 
have crept into coast areas of Man- 
churia and eastern China. 


The pencil is described by travelers 


who have seen, and tasted it as the big- 
gest and most marvelous combination 
of external beauty and internal lua- 
ciousiu'ss. Three pounds is the apocry- 
phal limit ascribed to the fruit by ir 
responsible natives of the wilds ol 
west China. 


Mr. Meyer iu a report to the depart- 


ment promises a peach that will weigh 
at least a pound and is as as large aa 
a muskmclou. This wonderful peach 
grows in the province of Shantung. It 
is known to the Chinese as the Felt 
C'hing or I'eit Tau. 


To Bring Out First Specimens. 


Xo specimens have ever been brought 


to the coast of China. Mr. Meyer did 
bring back with him from a previous 
journey several scions of the Felt 
C'hing peach nad u number of seeds. 
The scions failed to produce when 
grafted upon American grown seedling 
storks. They had failed to withstand 
transportation. 


The department experimenters took 


a chance with the seeds and bar* 
grown several trees at the experts 
tal station at Fayetteville, N. C. 
of them has yet fruited, and it ia tht) 
belief of the experts that nothing ex- 
traordinary will be developed from tb*> 
seediugs. 


Like other fruits, the seeding peach 


develops desirable fruitings only In 
rare instances. 
According to Luther 


Bur bank, hardly more than one desira- 
ble seeding out of a planting of 100.000 
seeds is to he expected. 


The -.">.<H» mile journey of Mr. Meyer 


began when he went to London for a 
conference with notable European ag- 
riculturists I'Of u re taking the final dlr* 
into tlie orient. It is not only th» Felt 
Ching peach which is sounding the call 
of the east for the American explorer. 
Under the direction of the bureau of 
j.lant industry Mr. Meyer is inaugurat- 
ing a three years' sojourn iu the wilds 
of southeastern Russia and western 
China for the purpose of studying suit- 
able crops of nil sorts for growth and 
development iu those sections of the 
United States where the limit of frost- 
less days is not more than eighty-five 
or ninety per annum. 


Trees For Windbreak*. 


Not one bran'-h of the activities of 


the department »f agriculture, but all 
branches ct' its wnrk. will be observed 
by Mr. Meyer. Fruits, vegetables, ce- 
reals ami also trees especially suited 
for tin; development of windbreaks in 
the wind swt-pt areas of the great 
plains regions will lie observed by him. 


At the last session of congress an ap- 


propriation of .S.'O.tKio was made for 
the establishment at Maiulun. X. D., of 
a governmental experiment station for 
just this particular class of vegetation. 
Quick growing rrops of all sorts will 
be observed, and shade trees and orna- 
mental piiints which can be transport- 
ed atul transplanted to the United 
States will lie examined. 


Mr. Meyer is accompanied by no 


American assistant. He will upon his 
•rrivalMn southeastern Russia organ- 
ize his own caravan. He carries with 
him materials for the packing and pres- 
ervation of the scions of trees and for 
the carrying home of roots and seeds 
of the plant organisms.

Attainment of a $4,000,000.000 for- 


eign trade by tiie D nited States in 1918 
will be one of the most noteworthy 
facts for historians to record of th*.

In announcing the totals 
of the export nnd Import trade of the 
country for ten months ended with Oc- 
tober the bureau cf domestic and for- 
eign commerce stated that the foreign 
commerce wouid teach this enormous 
total by the end of December. Its 
highest former record was $3.626,000.- 
000. in 1911. It crossed the $3.000.000.. 
000 line for the first time in 1906 and 
passed $2*00,000«00 in 1S99. 


Imports in the ten months amounted 


to $1,511.000.000 ?nd exports to 11,871.- 
000,000. making it apparent that the 
Imports of the full year will approxi- 
mate $1,800.000.<)CO and the exports 
$2.300.000.000. totaling $4.100.000.000. 


Imports have practically doubled in 


value since 1001. and exports hav* 
practically donl>!ei1 since 190*. The ex- 
ports of domestic products, which had 
never touched the $2,000,000,000 nark 
until 1011. will in 1912 approximate 
$2,250,000,000, while the exports of for- 
eign merchandise during the year will 
probably fall slightly below the 
record of $37.230.000.000 hi 1910.

ually caught them and were glad to seil 
them to American craft as a matter of 
ordinary commerce.

entry or reporting at the custom house 
or tho payment of light or harbor dues. 


The decisions of the Hague judges 


gave concessions to both sides. They 
found that Great Britain has the right 
to make regulations over the fishing 
banl.s to which the United States has 
access by the treaty of ISIS, without 
the consent "of the United States and 
that such right Is Inherent in her sov- 
ereignty. 


Future Regulations. 


But to insure the justness of such 


regulations the tribunal recommended 
the appointment of fishery experts to 
determine the Justice of all existing 
regulations and of a permanent com- 
mission representing both countries to 
arbitrate all future regulations which 
might be called in question. 


The question of natural bays and 


tbe limits of the three mile line, be- 
yond which American fishermen may 
not venture along certain coasts, was 
decided In favor of Great Britain. It 
was held that the line does not follow 
the contour of th« shore, but IB a line 
drawn across all bays where .they 
cease to be bays, limiting this measure 
to bays with outlets leas than ten 
miles across, except in certain In- 
stances, called "historical bays."

SNAKES KILLED 24,264. 


In India 1,947 Other Persons Were i 


Slain by Wild Animals.

According to a report just published j 


in Simla, the number of wild animals ' 
destroyed in India in 1011 was 2r,.S4<i. 
as compared with 19.2S2 in 1010. 
This 


total included 1,4:21! tigers, u,o.~2 leop-; 
ards and 4.2.jl wolves. Nearly 172,000 ' 
snakes were destroyed as against 91.- 
100. 
: 


This increase is largely accounted for 


by the offering of rewards by the In- 
dian government. 
That this ' action 


was necessary is proved by the fact 
that in one area the paddy fields were 
so snake infested that their cultivation 
was Impossible. 


Altogether 1,047 persons were killed 


by wild animals and 24.2i!-l by snakes. 
the figures for 1010 being 2.3S2 and 
22,478 respectively. 
The number of 


cattle killed by wild animals was 01.- 
709 against 03.070, and by snakes 30.- 
533, as against 10,000. 


V.'ith regard to snake bite of human 


beings, it is said that in the Bombay 
presidency, the united provinces and 
eastern Bengal and Assam the use of 
Sir Lander Bruuton's lancets is report- 
ed in a number of cases to have re- 
sulted in a high proportion of cures. 
As in previous years, however, the sta- 
tistics relative to the successful use of 
this instrument can only be accepted 
with reservations.
